The polls will be open from 7 
a. rn. to 8 p.m. Tuesday in the 
township school districts of Nahma, 
Garden and Fairbanks in east Del­ 
ta County, and in neighboring 
Inwood 
(Cooks) 
Township 
in 
Schoolcraft County for balloting 
on a historic decision in public 
schooling. 
The four townships, which have 
been studying their school prob­ 
lems for more than a year, will 
vote on a proposal to consolidate 
the four districts into one district 
to provide high school and junior 
high school services for all in a 
new central school. The proposed 
consolidated school would provide 
6 elem entary classrooms. 
Supt. David H arju of the G ar­ 
den District said that the study 
area has been informed by W ar­ 
ren Holmes Co., Lansing archi­ 
tects, that a building to house the 
consolidated district's high school 
and junior high school and six 
elem entary grades could be con­ 
structed for an estimated $634,000, 
which on the four township’s total 
valuation of $5,796,364 could be 
financed in a 29 year bond issue 
at 4 per cent for 6.3 mills for con­ 
struction. 
Present Millage 
H arju said that extra millage 
for operation of the new school 
should not be over one or tw mills, 
should not be over one or two mills, 
banks Townships District get 7.25 
mills allocated for schools from the 
15 mill Delta County property 
tax, and they levy three Quarters 
of a mill extra voted to make 
them eligible for full state aid, 
which is paid on a basis of a m ini­ 
mum local levy of 8 mills. Cooks 
District and Nahm a District now 
levy 6 mills extra voted for opera­ 
tion in addition their allocated 
millage.

Study Findings 
The area study included the 
Rapid River District to the west, 
which embraces the townships of 
Bay de Noc, Ensign and Mason­ 
ville. The steering committee of the 
study group favored one of five 
options developed. It was “for part­ 
ial consolidation or annexation of 
two or more districts or parts of 
districts, east and west.” 
There was study 
counselling 
which indicated belief that the 
best solution for the Cooks area 
would be to annex to M anistique 
and for Nahma to annex to the 
Rapid River District. This would 
leave the Garden and Fairbanks 
districts on the Garden Peninsula 
wiih insufficient means of their 
own for a kindergarten through 
high school district at a recom­ 
mended level of enrollment. They 
would have a choice, of bussing 
their high school shudents to Rapid 
River or to Manistique. It is three 
miles farther to Rapid River than 
it is to Manistique. 
Area Wants School 
If the 
proposal 
for the four 
township district should fail, it 
appears likely that another pro­ 
posal would follow, perhaps along 
the lines of the study counseling, 
which was interpreted by study 
aides as urging Nahma to join 
Rapid River and for the others to 
look to Manistique. 
The State D epartm ent of Public 
Instruction gave its approval to 
the presentation of the proposal in 
Tuesday’s election, but with in­ 
dications that some of its officials 
expected defeat of the proposal. 
A core of public interest appears 
strong, however, for keeoing a 
high school in the study area and 
for consolidating. W hen first esti­ 
mates cf the cost of a high school 
building were in the million dollar 
range, another tack was taken. 
This resulted in an estimate from 
another source of a high school 
like one recently constructed at 
Brimley in the half million dollar 
range. The two estim ates are not 
on the same type of construction, 
the first stressing low maintenance 
costs.

Circuit Judge Alfonso A. Mag­ 
nolia upheld the validity of the 
trust fund after the will had been 
challenged in a suit by a niece, 
Mrs. June Schoder Love of De­ 
troit. Mrs. Love, who received a 
$5,000 bequest, contended that her 
uncle’s will did not create a valid 
charitable trust under Michigan 
law.

Architects Ben Searborne and 
Robert Sauter of Appleton said 
the air conditioning system will 
utilize body and lighting heat en- ! 
tirelv to warm the building when I 
the tem perature outside is 23 de­ 
grees above zero, or more. Below 
that, the same system will extract 
heat from 52-degree well water 
used to serve the building.
